On October 20, 1992 the Finance Committee received the Ordinance 
which would authorize the payment of $22,850.00 to Martin 
Enterprises, Inc. The payment covers the cost of removal of 
demolition debris from one of the buildings owned by Tower 
Structural Steel. Tower Structural Steel offices are located at 
2314 Bowser Avenue. 


Our action was taken pursuant to Indian Code 36-7-9-9, Section 9 
(2) which states: 


If the enforcement authority finds it necessary to take 
emergency action concerning an unsafe premises in order 
to protect life, safety, or property, it may take that 
action without issuing an order or giving notice. 
However, this emergency action must be limited to 
removing any immediate danger. 


The condition of the property clearly presented a public health and 
safety danger to the surrounding residential neighborhood. The 
property contained all of the demolition debris created from the 
razing of the building; thereby, presenting a dangerous situation 
to surrounding residents, including children who might choose to 
venture onto the site.
